Edmonton, gave a short address in 
which he said that he thought most 
of us were in favor of free trade if 
we could secure it universally. Tar- 
iffs, he stated, were simply a method 
of fiscal warfare, and economic dis- 
armament was just as hard as mill- 
lary disarmament. He paid a tribute 
to the critical ability of the Opposi- 
J tion leader, Right Hon. Mackenzie 
| King, regretting that the same ability 
was not in greater evidence in con- 
structive work. : 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, the main 
speaker, contended that the present 
parliament was in no way to blame 
for Canada’s economic troubles. The 
depression was a year old when the 
party took office and thad not zot 
worse since except in common with 
the rest of the world. 

All governments were powerless at 
the present time except by concerted 
action, he stated, and this was why 
68 nations were now gathered in 
London to discuss such things as the 
price of wheat and the prevention of 
dumping. When in England at the 
last Imperial Conference he had 
visited Bristol, this native city, and 
there met a man who had ordered a 
thousand tons of wheat from Russia. 
He-had been sent 7,000 tons with a 
request to sell the other 6,000 at any 
price they would bring. This kind 
of unfair dumping was what the 
statesmen of the different countries 
were trying to prevent. Pulp wood, 
asbestos, fur, anthracite coal and 
wheat were commodities for which 
Canada had _ secured anti-dumping 
agreements,

A few days ago a blind man got out 
of a taxi-cab on a@ corner on the op- 
posite side of Madison Avenue from 
my store and after paying the driver, 
stepped confidently off the curb out 
into the heavy stream of traffic— 
making his way across the street with 
a neatness and dispatch which would 
have been a credit to the most ex- 
perienced seeing pedestrian. 


When he reached the opposite curb, 
he did not falter or even hesitate, but 
turned in the direction of my store, 
walked up to the entrance at a faster 
pace than I care to use, and into the 
doorway. 

Unusual, wouldn't you say, 
man that is stone blind? 


But, of course, for all -his blindness, 
the man had “eyes” and the story 
of how he got them and how he uses 
them has been described by an_ out- 
standing ophthalmologist as “the 
greatest step to alleviate the Mandicap 
of ‘blindness taken in the past quarter 
of a century.” 


for a 


Just out of Morristown, N.J., is The 
Seeing Eye, a well-named phil- 
anthropic organization where __ blind 


men and women learn to see again 
through the eyes of educated shepherd 
dogs. It was the eyes of one of these 
shepherd dogs which guided the young 
blind man whom I watched go so 
unerringly through the welter of Mad- 
ison Avenue traffic. 


To the Seeing Eye come blind men 
and women in classes of eight from 
various parts of the United States, to 
learn to use a dog guide and to get 
for the first time since they became 
blinded the “conquer-the-world” spir- 
it which comes’ to those who, after 
years of dependence, get their first 
taste of a new freedom. 


A recent class is probably 
The dogs, eight German_ shepherd 
females, were raised in a_ kennel 
where for ten years selective breeding 
of shepherds’ intelligencghas ‘been car- 
ried out. This particular group. of 
dogs graduated from the blind-lead- 
ing class of the kennels, one of sev- 
eral divisions of a veritable dog uni- 
versity where a promising young pup- 
py might specialize in such subjects as 
trailing, message delivery ii war, dis- 
persing of small riots (which a well 
educated shepherd does with amazing 
dispatch), assisting the police, guard- 
ing private estates, or leading the 
blind through city traffic, on trains, 
street cars, or in fact wherever her 
blind master tells her he wants to go. 


At The Seeing Eye in Morristown 
the new masters are taught to use the 
dogs; to command them, to cure for 
them and to love them. ‘The dogs, in 
turn, already educated in the finer 
points of their profession, learn the 
idiosyneracies of their new masters 
and the vagaries of American traffic 
conditions, All in all it ‘requires about 
four weeks of patient perseverance on 
the part of the instructor, the dog and 
her master, before the blind and his 
“seeing eye” are prepared to go home 
and enter a new Hfe together. 

It is a fascinating, almost unbe- 
lievable sight to watch the dog guide 
her blind master through heavy city 
traffic. The dog steps out at a brisk 
pace, rather faster than the average 
pedestrian would care to keep up for 
long. and weayes in and out of the 
foot traffic and around obstructions 
without noticeably slowing her pace. 
Her slight’ changes of direction in- 
stantly are conveyed by signals, she 
gives to her master through. the semi- 
stiff U-shaped handle of her harness. 
By keeping a steedy pull on the 
handle of the harness held in her 
master’s left hand, she guides him 
around obstacles on the sidewalks 
such as manholes, ladders, ete. If an 
awning is too low to permit her mas- 
ter to go under it safely, she guides 
him around. it as neatly as if it were 
as obvious as a ‘brick wall. At the 
curb (or for steps) she stops until her 
master locates the edge and she is 
then prepared to obey, or disobey, if 
it is dangerous, the command right, 
left or forward, the only spoken com- 
mand it is necessary to give her. Of 
course the blind master knows how 
many blocks he wishes to go, and in 
what direction, and it is only neces- 
sary for him to count the number. 

In the street the dog is as much at 
home as on the sidewalk. She does 
not recognize the red and green traf- 
fie signals, but crosses only whea it is’ 
safe to do so, waiting for the cars to 
in front of

pass, or hurrying to get 
them with a much agility, and with 
a great deal more certainty, than the 


most experienced pedestrian.

The dogs, of course, iikea- the work 
imensely. For centuries they have 
been busily engaged tending sheep in 
middle Europe, and they are ag es- 
sentially workers as they are dogs. 
When they are not on the job, how- 
ever, they are as equally ready for 
play. Dogs are much like human be- 
ings in that respect. 

Back of this entire movement to 
educate the dogs and place them with 
the blind is, as might be expected, a 
woman. She is Dorothy Harrison 
Eustis, daughter of the late Charles 
Custic Harrison, formerly Provost of 
the University of Pennsylvania. Mrs. 
Bustis, who had been doing experi- 
mental breeding of shepherds for 
several years, found her natural in- 

rest in the work greatly intensified 
after a visit to Potsdam where one 
of the German Government dog guide 
schools was located. The tremendous 
utility value to which the surprising 
intelligence of the dogs was being put 
fascinated her, It was not long be- 
fore she began devoting her energies 
to a study of this int.‘guing subject. 

In 1927, Mrs. Eustis described in an 
article for the Saturday Evening Post 
the work of the dogs as guides for the 
blind in Burope., The article was read 
to a young man who had recently. lost 


his sight, Morris S. Frank of Nash- 
vile. He immediately wrote Mrs. 
Eustis asking how he could secure 


one of the dogs. Uncertain as to 
whether or not the dogs would be 
successful under the severe test of 


American traffic, Mrs. Eustis made 
no promise but offered to teach Mr. 
Frank to use a dog if he would come 
to Switzerland. He did—hby the next 


boat. 
The experiment was a_ complete 
success. Mr. Frank, impressed by 


the absolute freedom which the dog 
gave him, and realizing that thou- 
sands of others with his same handi- 
cap should be similarly aided, finally 
induced Mrs, Eustis to establish a 
school in this country. The result is 
“The Seeing Eye,” just out of Mor- 
ristown,. Up to now about one hun- 
dred blinded men and women have 
been supplied with the dogs and the 
possibilities of the work have scarce- 
ly been tapped. 

The question of whether there has 
been any financial improvement in 
the blind who have secured 
Eye dog guides is frequently askc 
the organization. One man in par- 
ticular who lost his sight a number 
of years ago is a splendid example of 
financial rehabilitation which a See- 
ing Bye dog has made possible. After 
he became blind he was unable to 
support himself and soon he became 
a public charge in the country poor- 
house. After several years he was 
taken from the poorhouse and put in- 
to the candy vending machine busi- 
ness, a vocation which required perj- 
odic visits to a number of machines 
in various parts of the city. -Without 
hiring someone to lead him, which 
would have absorbed all of the in- 
come, he could tend only a few ma- 
chines, not enough to cover his living 
costs. 

Arrangements had been made for 
his return to the poorhouse ‘when an 
appeal to The Seeing Eye secured a 
dog to take him from machine to 
machine he was as capable of hand- 
ling the business as anyone an im- 
mediately increased his operations to 


Seeing’ 


the point where his economic inde- 
pendence was assured. Lately he is 
also selling- articles manufactured by 
the Pennsylvania Association for the 
Blind. Incidentally,“ though ‘it: sounds 
like a 
the exercise has ended his recurrent 
Jattacks of indigestion and rheum- 
atism., 

Another example:is: equally convinc- 
ing. A druggist lost his sight, as well 
as his business, ina chemical explo- 
sion two years ago and his wife start- 
ed selling magazine subscriptions: -:to 
support the family. Her work, diffi- 
cult enough at bést, Was made doubly 
hard by her husband’s despondency. 
His melancholia was forgotten, how- 
ever, the moment he was given a dog 
guide. He returned to his home, as- 
sumed full charge of his wife’s sub- 
scription work and dowbled the busi- 
ness in his first burst of enthusiasm. 
Within the next two months he was 
on a firm and independent financial 
basis and his wife was able to return 
to her normal activity in-the home. 

But vending machines and maga- 
zine subscriptions work are only illus- 
trative. A blind pastor was about to 
lose his position in his church  be- 
cause he was unable to pay visits to 
his f#rishioners. A Seeing Eye dog 


made this easy, of course, and the 
pastor now talks for his church in 
many cities, 


These are just Samples. A number 
of other instances representing other 
strata of life and types of business 
could be as easily mentioned. But 
financial reward is ont the only hope 
of those who come to The _ Seeing 
Eye. Equally important, in many in- 
stances, is the mental and physical 
rehabilitation which the dogs make 
possible. An unusually frank psych- 
iatrist told his sightless patient that 
unless his mental attitude changed 
an asylum was inevitable. He had 
developed a _ terrific fear complex 
doubtless aggravated by his responsi- 
bility to his wife and two. children. 
His dog guide naturally eliminated 
the fear, for the man learned that he 
could place implicit, trust in the ani- 
mal. 

This fear particularly of traffic and 
often coupled with a distaste of de- 
pendence for aid on passersby, is 
found in many who come to The See- 
ing Eye. It seems a small thing to 
those of us who see, but fear, one of 
our strongest emotions, can easily be- 
come an obession to one faced with 
the disheartening prospect of perm- 
anent blindness. 

One of the first who came to The 
Seeing; Eye four years ago was a frail 
and retiring young woman from Cali- 
fornia. The change which her dog 
brought to her is one of the most re- 
markable in the experience of the or- 
nnization. ‘She regained /‘self-confi- 
dence as rapidly as she grew robust. 
And her self-possession has since been 
a tremendous factor in the success of 
her activities among women’s clubs. It 
is interesting, and not entirely irrele- 
vant, to note that she has become a 
Seeing Eye pioneer in California and 
has ‘been’ responsible for placing 
twenty-four dog guides in that state, 
She has not only educated the blind 
to understand their value, but has 
raised funds locally _to make dogs 
possible for them-~“®.._ 

There are approximately ten thous- 
and blind men and women in the 
United States who can use dogs. Of 
those ten thousand, only one per cent 
of potential users of dog guides have 
been supplied. 

Obviously here is a tremendous and 
wonderful philanthropy to tbe  per- 
formed. ‘To eye physicians and Guild 
opticians everywhere it should be re- 
ceived and acted upon with an en- 
thusiasm born of our natural profes- 
sional and humane interest in such 
a project.

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A GOOD FARMER 


Some city people and city: news- 
papers are enthusing themselves over 
plans to place unemployed people on 
farms in order to relieve the municip- 
alities of the heavy expense of:main- 
taining these people in a state of idle- 
ness in urban centres. This idea of 
placing inexperienced people on the 
land is fraught with danger and we 
warn the backers of such schemes to 


go slowly, 
Contrary to popular opinion in some 
quarters, farming is an occupation 


that requires a great deal of ability. 
Only long years of experience and ap- 
plication can turn out a good farmer 
and the individual must, at that, 
have liking for the job and a good 
deal of adaptabillty. 


«A. good farmer must first of all be 
a hard and consistent worker for ‘he 
will find plenty to do and he will be 
his own boss insofar as outlining and 
performing his tasks are concerned 
and consequently must have plenty of 
application, Then a farmer must be 
somewhat of a philosopher. He must 
accept the vicissitudes of nature as 
they come. An understanding of the 
soil is a primary necessity for a good 
farmer; also a fair knowledge of 
plant life. In other words he must be 
something of a botanist. We must 
know how and when to use the vari- 
ous implements of land cultivation, 
the proper crops to grow and how 
and when to seed' and harvest them, 

The good farmer must know thhow to 
raise farm animals, Pigs, cows, 
sheep. chickens and horses are all 
subjected to different diseases and 
ailments and must ibe properly looked 
after from their birth onward. Only 
an experienced farmer realizes the 
infinite variety of knowledge required 
for that ‘undertaking, Animal hus- 
bandry really should be a separate 
business of its own, but the good far- 
mer must make it part and parcel of 
his job. 


The good farmer must be a mech- 
anic. He should have a smattering of 
blacksmithing, a (pretty fair Iiknow- 
ledge of carpentering, and understand 
something about the craft of harness- 
making. His wife, of course, must 
know -how to wield a paint brush and 
be- a first class gardener, besides. 
If there is a tractor or an auto on the 
farm the boy should be an auto ma- 
chanic, 

A ‘good farmer must be a good 
business man. He is farm superin- 
tendent. chief purchasing agent, sales- 
man, ‘book-keeper and banker com- 
bined. He must understand the econ- 


omy of farm 
modate farm income thereto. 

Besides all this a good farmer 
should be a good citizen. He should 
take an interest in municipal affairs, 
in U.F.A. matters, in the district, 
church and school and in his market- 
ing center. He should be interested 
in local sports and social events, Also 
he should be well informed in pro- 
vincial, dominion and world affairs. 

Yes, the good farmer must be pret- 
ty much of an all-round man. To ex- 
pect to take an assortment of unem- 
ployed people (from. city life, plant 
them down on farms, and expect them 
to make a success is looking for too 
much entirely. It simply cannot be 
done and will only result in useless 
expenditure of money as well as much 
disappointment and misery.—Hanna 
Herald.

DARING BURGLAR STILL 
IS PUZZLING DETECTIVES 


“Gimlet” Jimmy, the most daring— 
and elusive — burglar in England, 
whom detectives have been trying to 
capture for 11 years, carried out two 
robberies involving £1,300 in cash, 
early on a recent morning with light- 
ning swiftness. 

The problem facing The police in 
their hunt for Jimmy is.that they 
have no notion of his appearance.

But Jimmy, who = nearly’ always 
confines his activities to the north 
of England, has one invariable meth- 
od of approach, 

For weeks he watches and learns 
the ‘habits of his intended victim, 
usually a wealthy shopkeeper. 

Then comes the night when 
my begins work. 

First a visit te his victim's house 
for the keys of the shop and any val- 
uables in the home safe. 

Afterwards, armed with the keys, 
there ia the raid on the shop. 

On the latest occasion Jimmy en- 
tered the home of W. Smith, of Ash- 
ton-on-Mersey, and, without waking 
the owner, took a bunch of keys from 
the bedside and opened a safe in the 
house, from which he took £3800. 

Half an hour later Jimmy had tak- 
en another £1,000 from the safe of 
Mr. Smith’s shop in Gorton. 

Jimmy, whose name of “Gimlet” 
comes through his peculiar method of 
entering a house through a window, 
{is estimated to have secured more 
than £100,000 by his burglaries.

ABOUT TOBACCO 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) : 

Whenever a man reaches the over- 
ripe age of ninety he is asked for an 
interview on how and why, in his 
opinion, he lifed so long. Old Uncle 
Ebenezer will say that it is because 
he “never touched tobacco.” The fol- 
lowing week, Grandpa Snodgrass— 
another nonagenarian—come out with 
a statement, between puffs at his 
pipe, that he’s “been smoking since he 


was eleven years old.” It’s the old 
story of the personal equation. 
Tobacco has had some bitter ene- 


mies, and most of the warfare has 
been waged against the cigarette, 
whose strongest opponent was Lucy 
Page Gaston. She never said much 
wgainst pipes and cigars but  con- 
cerned her efforts against the cigar- 
ette — not knowing that, despite 
popular ‘belief, the latter are the 
least harmful of the three, And 
while I am on the cigarette, let me 
say that all the talk about’ the 
paper being the harmful part is 
pure ponsense. 
Inhaling Harmful 


The harmful effect of smoking 
consists in the ‘inhaling of nicotine. 
And the amount of nicotine’ the 
smoker gets depends, not on the 
kind of tobacco, but the manner in 
which he uses it. During the burn- 
ing of tobacco — let us say, of a 
cigar — there is behind the seat of 
combustion a moist area in which 
the water and volatile substances 
are conldensed and drawn into the 
mouth with the smoke. Inasmuch 
as there is enough nicotine in the 
average cigar to kill an ordinary 
man it is evident that only a frac- 
tion of this is inhaled, the remaind- 
er being destroyed by the process 
of combustion,

It follows that cigar- 
ettes and panatellas are the least 
injurious, while thick cigars and 
pipes are the most harmful. Also, 
the longer a_ cigar is smoked the 
more ‘harmful it becomes, because 
of the increased amount of mois- 
ture. Every smoker knows that a 
thin cigar is not as “strong” 
thick one, and that the first 
thirds of a cigar are milder 
the last one-third. 

As for pipes, 
kind are preferrable to 
stemmed, because when 
passes through a long stem it is 
cooled and the volatile substances 
are deposited along the Mning of 
the stem. In the short-stemmed 
pipe the smoke is still hot when It 
enters the mouth, and all the vola- 
tile substances are inhaled. 

The time of day one uses tobacco 
has considerable bearing on its ef- 
fects. Thus, smoking a_ cigarette 
before breakfast is as injurious as 
are three “pills” afterward. Smok-

Dairy Herd-Testing in Alberta 


Value of the cow-testing service 
carried out by the federal Department 
of Agriculture, in which some co-oper- 
ation is given by the Provincial De- 
partment, has been attested to on nu- 
merous occasions, A reeent survey 
shows that Alberta has 29 cow-test- 
ing associations, involving 422 herds 
and 5,098 cows, of which 3,184 aver- 
aged 7,275 lbs. of milk and 274.28 Ibs. 
of butterfat with a test of 3.77 per 
cent. One thousand and eighty-two 
cows produced, and 92 herds averag- 
ed, over 300 Ibs. of butterfat per cow 
this year. 

Increase in Homesteads 

Opening of new areas for homestead 
purposes has led to a considerable in- 
crease in granting of homestead 
rights recently, according to a report 
of the Provincial Lands Department. 
During the month of May a total of 
332 homestead entries were made, of 
which 284 were first entries, and 45 
second entires. A total of 81 entries 
were by women seeking homestead 
lands, _In April of this year the total 
entries were 156, and in May of 1932 
the total was 297. 

Rural Finances in Good Shape 

Rural municipal finances in Al- 
berta, all conditions and depressions 
to the contrary notwithstanding, are 
in a gratifying healthy state, accord- 
ing to Hon, R. G. Reid, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, who has been look- 
ing into the general record of the 
rural municipalities for the last calen- 
dar year and the first half of the 
present year. A reduction of fully 60 
‘per cent in the Habilities of the mun- 
icipal districts is shown. Collections 
have been maintained to a _ surpris- 
ingly marked degree. Less than $18,- 
000 was the total bonded indebtedness 
of the rural municipailties as at De- 
cember 31st last. Outstandiag baok 
loans were about $500,000, with ample

Fish and Game Association. Another 
lot of 25,000 was delivered into the 
Lovette district which was carried by 
speeders ad hand-cars from Cvalspur 
to Lovette and distributed by teams 
and pack-horses provided by the For- 
estry Division and the Lovette Fish 
and Game Association. At Coalspur 
10,000 of the fry were liberated under 
the direction of the Morestry Division 
while Luscar received the balance of 
the shipment, 20,000, which was dis- 
tributed by speeders and pack-horses 
in charge of the Lmuscar Fish and 
Game Association and the Forestry 
Division. On Saturday, the day fo!- 
lowing, 80,000 Loch Leven fry from 
the Banff hatchery were planted in 
equal quantities in Pigeon and Waba- 
mun Lakes under the supervision of J. 
E. Martin, Superintendent of the 
Banff hatchery. The ‘fry was taken 
from the train at Millet and Edmon- 
ton and transported by cars to the two 
lakes (by members of the Northern 
Alberta Fish and Game _  Assoctlation. 
Free transportation of the fish fry and 
men in charge .was accorded from 
points of shipment to the various des- 
tinations arranged for distribution, by 
the C.N.R. and C.P.R.

WETASKIWIN SCHOOL BOARD 
Gentlemen: 

Your board is becoming about ss 
popular as ex-President Hoover, R. 
B. Bennett and Hector Charlesworth, 
of the Radio Commission. Your 


board’s action in appointing, immedi-. 


ately, to a vacant position on the 
Public School Staff, and without the 
usual formality of inviting applica- 
tions through advertisement, a relat- 
ive of one of your own sitting mem- 
bers looks very much like a breach of 
public confidence. 

In fairness to the children of the 
eity your board should spare no effort 
to engage the most competent and ex- 
perienced teachers. The best are 
available owing to the preference of 
teachers for positions in city schools. 

The granting of a teacher’s certifi- 
cate is not evidence of teaching abil- 
ity. This has to be developed through 
experience in actual teaching. Wheth- 
er or not such ability is actually de- 
veloped in a high degree depends upon 
the individual temperament, person- 
ality, as well as the degree of interest 
in, and a peculiar genius for, teach- 
ing. 

Unless these qualities have been 
developed and demonstrated in appli- 
cants for city schools their applica- 
tions should not be further consid- 
ered, — : 

A first class certificate given a 
teacher may mean no more than evi- 
dence of a good memory. It is no 
guarantee that the subjects studied 
are well understood. Nor is it the 
least guide as to the temperamental 
suitability for the profession chosen. 

This inherent weakness in our edu- 
cational system imposes upon your

plot of say 100 separate seeds, plant- 
ed approximately six inches apart, 

If everyone of the plants’ breeds 
reasonably true to type (there will of 
course be minor differences) then the 
strain temporarily is an accepted one. 
Then a number of single plants are 
taken and are multiplied in further 
testing plots and the progeny care- 
fully examined year by year and 
ruthlessly discarded if it develops any 
defects. At the end of say five or six 
years, all being well, samples of the 
material are then given to a dozen 
other Experimental Farms and Uni- 
versities for testing in different local- 
ities. Here enter the milling tests. If 
all goes well for the next three years, 
or sometimes five years, if the reports 
are consistently good and the new 
strain or variety is demonstrated: to 
be decidedly an improvement over the 
old strain, then an application is 
made to the Minister of Agriculture 
for a license for this new variety. A’ 
special committee appointed by the 
Minister collects and investigates all 
the evidence available, and at their 
discretion do or do not issue a license 
for the new variety. 

This having ‘been done then the 
evidence is presented to the Canadian 
Seed Growers Association. This or- 
ganization, in turn, appoint another 
technical committee who recommen 
whether or not the new Mcensed var- 
iety is of sufficient importance and 
breeds sufficiently. true to ‘be worthy 
of being granted the status of regis- 
tered seed. 

Provided it is grantedi this status, 
then the originator of the variety, 
whether University or Experimental 
Farm or a private breeder supplies a 
very smal] amount of this foundation 
to a few growers of the Association 
who are termed Elite growers. These 
men take this material ‘and plant St 
in head rows, putting in at least 100 
head rows. These head rows are 
carefully examined by an_ expert 
plant breeder—those developing any | 
defects or that are not up to the full; 
standard are eliminated or burned, 
and not less than fifty are the next 
year multiplied in fifty separale in- 
dividual plots. Again these are care- | 
fully examined, weak ones discarded, 
the balance are multiplied again next 
year in individual and separate plots. 
If all is well and they continue to 
pass the examination year by year of 
critical plant breeders, the following 
year the plots are’ bulked together 
and the seed is multiplied on a eares| 
fully isolated clean field under super- ' 
vision of the Association until it ex-| 
tends to a maximum of three acres. 
Every plant in the three acres is then | 
examined in the standing field by ai 
Dominion Seed Branch inspector. If | 
not more than one off-type or inferior 
plant is discovered: in each 20,000, 
then the field is accorded the status 
of Elite seed and the grower is priv- 
ilezed to multiply this Elite seed the 
next year on supervised clean break- 
ing or summerfallow and to, produce 
First Generation Registered Seed, 
sealed in the sack, after testing for 
germination and purity, and to offer 
this for sale. This is the first pro- 
duct that is saleable after all these | 
years of work and is called First 
Generation Registered Seed. This 
multiplied the next year produces 
Second Generation and so on and so 
on. 

Elite seed, therefore, can be termed 
the mother plant of registered seed, 
but Blite seed itself has taken prob- 
ably 15 years to produce after the 
ideal was conceived in the minds of 
the plant breeder. Elite seed is not 
a commercial product and is not al- 
lowed to be sold by the C.S.G.A. ex- 
cepting on odd occasions by one plant 
breeder to another. 

After carefully studying the in- 
numerable steps and the tremendous 
amount of work that has to be under- 
taken before First Generation Seed is 
produced, one will no longer wonder 
as to why this material is worth a 
good substantial premium ever com- 
mercial grain that goes into the ele- 
vator, 

The above information has not of- 
ten been published. If it would be of 
interest to your readers I suggest it 
might not be a ‘bad plan to publish 
the above statement, and if you care 
to you could put my name to it as 
former President of the Association, 
as a producer of Blite seed, and as 
chairman of the committee that has 
the responsibility of instructing the 
growers of the Association as to their

ately, to a vacant position on the 
Public School Staff, and without the 
usual formality of inviting applica- 
tions through advertisement, a relat- 


ive of one of your own sitting mem- 
bers looks very much like a breach of 
public confidence. 

In fairness to the children of the 
city your board should spare no effort 
to engage the most competent and ex- 
perienced teachers. The best 
available owing to the preference 
teachers for positions in city schools. 

The granting of a teacher’s certifi- 
cate is not evidence of teaching abil- j 
ity. This has to be developed through 
experience in actual teaching. Wheth- 
er or not such ability is actually de- 
veloped in a high degree depends upon 
the individual temperament, person- 


ality, as well as the degree of interest ! 


in, and a peculiar genius for, teach- 
ing. 

Unless these qualities have been 
developed and demonstrated in appli- 
cants for city schools their applica- 
tions should not be further consid- 
ered, 

A first class certificate given 
teacher may mean no more than evi- 
dence of a good memory. It is no 
guarantee that the subjects studied 
are well understood. Nor is it 
least guide as to the temperamental 
Suitability for the profession chosen.

up to the ideal he is aiming at is to 
isolate it and put in a foundation 
plot of say 100 separate seeds, plant- 
ed approximately six inches apart. 

If everyone of the plants’ breeds 
reasonably true to type (there will of 
course be minor differences) then the 
strain temporarily is an accepted one. 
Then a number of single plants are 
taken and are multiplied in further 
testing plots and the progeny care- 
fully examined year by year and 
ruthlessly. discarded if it develops any 
defects. At the end of say five or six 
years, all being well, samples of the 
material are then given to a dozen 
other Experimental Farms and Uni- 
versities for testing in different local- 
ities. Here enter the milling tests. If 
all goes well for the next three years, 
or sometimes five years, if the reports 
are consistently good and the new 
strain or variety is demonstrated to 
be decidedly an improvement over the 
old strain, then an application is 
made to the Minister of Agriculture 
for a license for this new variety. <A’ 
special committee appointed by the 
Minister collects and investigates all 
the evidence available, and at their 
discretion do or do not issue a license 
for the new variety. 

This having ‘been done then the 
evidence is presented to the Canadian 
Seed Growers Association. This or- 
ganization, in turn, appoint another 
technical committee who recommend 
whether or not the new licensed var- 
jety is of sufficient importance and 
breeds sufficiently. true to be worthy 
of being granted the status of regis- 
tered seed. 

Provided it is granted this status, 
then the originator of the variety, 
whether University or Experimental 
Farm or a private breeder supplies a 
very smal] amount of this foundation 
to a few growers of the Association 
who are termed Elite growers. These 
men take this material ‘and plant it 
in head rows, putting in at least 100 
head rows. These head rows are 
carefully examined by an_ expert 
plant breeder—those developing any 
defects or that are not up to the full 
standard are eliminated or burned, 
and not less than fifty are the next 
year multiplied in fifty separate in- 
dividual plots. Again these are care- 
fully examined, weak ones discarded, 
the ‘balance are multiplied again next 
year in individual and separate plots. 
If all is well and they continue to 
pass the examination year by year of 
critical Mant breeders, the following 
year the plots are bulked together 
and the seed is multiplied on a care- 
fully isolated clean field under super- 
vision of the Association until it ex- 
tends to a maximum of three acres. ! 
Every plant in the three acres is then |! 
examined in the standing field by a 
Dominion Seed Branch inspector. 
not more than one off-type or inferior 
plant is discovered in each 20,000, 
then the field is accorded the status 
of Elite seed and the grower is priv- 
ilezed to multiply this Elite seed the 
next year on supervised clean break- 
ing or summerfallow and to,produce 
First Generation Registered Seed, 
sealed in the sack, after testing for 
germination and purity, and to offer 
this for sale. This is the first pro- 
duct that is saleable after all these 


years of work and is called First 
Gencration Registered Seed. This 
multiplied the next year produces |‘ 


Second Generation and so on and so 
on. 

Elite seed, therefore, can be termed 
the mother plant of registered seed, 
but Elite seed itself has taken prob- 
ably 15 years to produce aften the 
ideal was conceived in the minds of 
the plant breeder. Elite seed is not 
a commercial product and is not al- 
lowed to be sold by the C.S.G.A. ex- 
cepting on odd occasions by one plant 
breeder to another. 

After carefully studying the in- 
numerable steps and the tremendous 
amount of work that has to be under- 
taken before First Generation Seed is 
produced, one will no longer wonder 
as to why this material ig worth a 
good substantial premium ever com- 
mercial grain that goes into the ele- 
vator. 

The above information has not of- 
ten been published. If it would be of 
interest to your readers I suggest it 
might not be a bad plan to publish 
the above statement, and if you care 
to you could put my name to it as 
former President of the Association, 
as a producer of Elite seed, and as 
chairman of the committee that has 
the responsibility of instructing the 
growers of the Association as to their 


duties an@ responsibilities in produc- 
ing the above material.

Hogs 1648; Sheep 156. 

Receipts so far this week have been 
on the moderate order and a fair 
sprinkling of grass cattle were in evi- 
dence among the offerings. Trading 
on dry fed cattle was a little more ac- 
tive under better demand during the 
past two days with prices being 
steady to firm. Grass offerings, how- 
ever, were very draggy and particu- 
larly hard to move, bulk of clearings 
being made to stocker and feeder buy~- 
ers who would only accept those show- 
ing good breeding characteristics, 
Good cows were scarce and showed 
little change from the previous week, 
The following are the ruling prices: 

Good to choice fed calves $4.00 to 
$4.50; medium $3.25 to $3.75; good to 
choice butcher steers $3.75 to $4.25, 
odd fancy kinds up to $4.50; falr to 
medium $3.00 to $3.50; and common 
82.00 to $2.50; good to choice butcher 
heifers $3.5'0 to $4.00; medium $2.75 
to $3.25; common $2.00 to $2.50; good 
to choice butcher cows $2.25 to $2.75; 
common to medium $1.25 to $2.00; 
canners and cutters 75c to $1.00; bulls 
$1.00 to $1.50. 

Good stocker cattle were in demand 
and sold at steady values ranging 
from $2.50 to $3.00; but plain stock- 
ers were not wanted and very hard to 
move at prices ranging from $1.50 to 
$2.00. Stocker cows sold from $1.25 
to $1.75. 

Calf market was decidedly slow not 
having recovered from last week’s 
heavy deliveries. Good to choice ight 
calves were hard to sell from $3.00 to 
$3.50; while plain quality were prac- 
tically unsaleable and had to be dis- 
posed of from $2.00 to $2.50, 

The hog market was firmer and 10c 
to 15c higher today (Tuesday), and 
trucked in bacons selling at $4.75. 
Selects bringing 50c per cwt. premium 
and butchers being discounted 50c per 
ewt, Cuts on off grade hogs remain 
the same and are as follows: Heavies 
discounted $1.25 per cwt., extra heav- 
jes $1.75 per cwt.; No. 1 sows $2.00; 
No. 2 sows $2.50; roughs $3.00; stags 
optional; stags with tusks no value. 

Sheep and lamb market was de- 
cidedly slow and dull with common 
thin sheep and lambs not being want- 
ed at any price. Values were weaker 
and from 50c to $1.00 below last 
week’s close, Only the very best of 
spring lambs are eligible to make 
$5.50 with the bulk of good lambs 
bringing around $5.00; good yearlings 
are selling: from $3.00 to $3.50 and 
iplain kinds from $2.00 to $2.50;

ed approximately six inches apart. 

If everyone of the plants’ breeds 
reasonably true to type (there wil of 
course be minor differences) then the 
strain temporarily is an accepted one. 
Then a number of single plants are 
taken and are multiplied in further 
testing plots and the progeny care- 
fully examined year by year and 
ruthlessly, discarded if it develops any 
defects. At the end of say five or six 
years, all being well, samples of the 
materia] are then given to a dozen 
other Experi.nental Farms and Uni- 
versities for testing in different local- 
ities. Here enter the milling tests. If 
all goes well for the next three years, 
or sometimes five years, if the reports 
are consistently good and the new 
strain or variety is demonstrated to 
be decidedly an improvement over the 
old strain, then an application is 
made to the Minister of Agriculture 
for a license for this new variety. <A’ 
special committee appointed by the 
Minister collects and investigates all 
the evidence available, and at. their 
discretion do or do not issue a license 
for the new variety. 

This having ‘been done then the 
evidence is presented to the Canadian 
Seed Growers Association. This or- 
ganization, in turn, appoint another 
technical committee who recommen 
whether or not the new licensed var- 
jiety is of sufficient importance and 
breeds sufficiently. true to be worthy 
of being granted the status of regis- 
tered seed. 

Provided it is granted this status, 
then the originator of the variety, 
whether University or Experimental 
Farm or a private breeder supplies a 
very small amount of this foundation 
to a few growers of the Association 
who are termed Elite growers. These 
men take this material and plant St 
in head rows, putting in at least 100 
head rows. These head rows are 
carefully examined by an_ expert 
plant breeder—those developing any 
defects or that are not up to the full; 
standard are eliminated or burned, 
and not less than fifty are the next 
year multiplied in fifty separate in- 
dividual plots. Again these are care- |} 
fully examined, weak ones discarded, 
the balance are multiplied again next 
year in individual and separate plots. 
If all is well and they continue to 
pass the examination year by year of 
critical plant breeders, the following

fully isolated clean field under super- 
vision of the Association until it ex- 
tends to a maximum of three acres.

Elite seed is not 
a commercial product and is not al- 
lowed to be sold by the C.S.G.A. ex- 
cepting on odd occasions by one plant 
breeder to another. 

After carefully studying the in- 
numerable steps and the tremendous 
amount of work that has to be under- 
taken before First Generation Seed is 
produced, one will no longer wonder 
as to why this material is worth a 
good substantial premium ever com- 
mercial grain that goes into the ele- 
vator.

Few, if any, subjects are engaging 
the attention of people in Canada, as 
in most countries, as closely as the 
subject of taxation. The rising fbur- 
den of taxes is a matter of deep con- 
cern to all. Fortunately, it is receiv- 
ing serious consideration, not only by 
those responsible for the administra- 


tion of public affairs, but by indi- 
vidual citizens. 
Taxation in our modern democra- 


cies is by no means a simple problem; 
it is cumulative in effect, and its con- 
trol is extremely difficult. Ievery 
governing and administrative ‘body 
set up imposes a measure of taxation 
upon all of us, and, in addition, there 
are many calls made wpon people 
which, while voluntary in one sense, 
constitute. in the final analysis, a 
form of taxation. 

First, we have Federal’ taxation, 
direct and indirect, and levied in a 
great variety of ways through such 
agencies as the tariff, excise duties 
and taxes, sales taxes, income taxes, 
stamp taxes of various kinds, license 
fees. Provincial Legislatures follow 
with a second income tax, land taxes, 
amusement taxes, license fees to be 
paid for this, that and the other al- 
most without number. Then the mun- 
icipalities- place another tax on 
lands, on improvements thereon, some 
levy a third income tax, some an ad- 
ditional amusement tax, all of them 
have more license fees to charge. 
The school boards impose further tax 
to meet the costs of education. 


Hospitals have to be provided for, 
to some extent this is done through 
taxation, provincial and municipal, 
but often ‘his form of taxation has 
to be supplemented by voluntary con- 
tributions but which in reality, are a 
tax on ‘business and incomes. Church- 
es have to be maintained, even though

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the law may not compel us to do so, 
and thus people are in effect again 
taxed if they are willing to be, and 
most of them are, Philanthropic and 
charitable organizations and services 
of all kinds are maintained in the 
same way.

The rising fbur- 
den of taxes is a matter of deep con- 
eern to all. Fortunately, it is receiv- 
ing serious consideration, not only by 
those responsible for the administra- 


tion of public affairs, but by indi- 
vidual citizens. 
Taxation in our modern democra- 


cies is by no means a simple problem; 
it is cumulative in effect, and its con- 
trol is extremely difficult. Ievery 
governing and administrative body 
set up imposes a measure of taxation 
upon all of us, and, in addition, there 
are many calls made upon people 
which, while voluntary in one sense, 
constitute, in the final analysis, a 
form of taxation, 


First, we have Tederal taxation, 
direct and indirect, and levied in a 
great variety of ways through such 
agencies as the tariff, excise duties 
and taxes, sales taxes, income taxes, 
stamp taxes of various kinds, license 
fees. Provincial Legislatures follow 
with a second income tax, land taxes, 
amusement taxes, license fees to be 
paid for this, that and the other al- 
most without number. Then the mun- 
icipalities. place another tax on 
lands, on improvements thereon, some 
levy a third income tax, some an ad- 
ditional amusement tax, all of them 
have more license fees to charge. 
The school boards impose further tax 
to meet the costs of education. 


Hospitals have to be provided for, 
to some extent this is done through 
taxation, provincial and municipal, 
but often this form of taxation has 
to be supplemented by voluntary con- 
tributions but which in reality, are a 
tax on ‘business and incomes. Church- 
es have to be maintained, even though 


The People Must Pay 


the law may not compel us to do so, 
and thus people are in effect again 
taxed if they are willing to be, and 
most of them are, Philanthropic and 
charitable organizations and services 
of all kinds are maintained in the 
same way. 


The cumulative effect is to produce 
an almost impossible burden, until 
now we find articles appearing im 
magazines, financial journals, the 
daily and weekly newspapers record- 
ing the hundreds of millions of debt 
of millions that must be annually 
that have been created, and the scores 
raised in taxation, while organiza- 
tions of all kinds are conducting in- 
vestigations and studies with a view 
to arriving at some means’ whereby 
the burden can be lessened, and any 
further increase of it prevented. 


Prevention of fany further in- 
crease is an easy matter if the peo- 
ple. who are the sufferers, determ- 
ine there shall be no further increase. 
Individuals know they must keep 
within their incomes, or they are 
headed for trouble and disaster. Priv- 
ate business knows it must accom- 
modate itself to its income, or it will 
end in) bankruptcy. What §individ- 
uals and business must realize is that 
what is true in their respective cases 
is likewise true in public business. 

Many people, possibly a majority 
of them, who are fully aware’ that 
they must live within their incomes, 
have nevertheless acted in the belief 
that it was not necessary for the 
governing ‘bodies created by them, 
‘and supported by them, to follow the 
;Same course. Rather, people have in- 
sisted that their governments, Feder- 
al Provincial, Municipal, should pro- 
vide this and that service, and as the 
people make and un-make~ govern- 
ments, the latter have naturally done

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what their creators demanded they 
should do. But these same govern- 
ments ‘have no income except the 
power to tax people, and this they 
have ‘proceeded to do. 

What people must realize is that if 
they demand of their governments 
certain services they must be prepar- 
ed to pay ‘for those services. They 
cannot have them otherwise. And if 
they cannot afford to pay for them, 
then there is only one thing they can 
do, and must ‘be prepared to do, and 
that is go without them. That is, in 
their collective capacity they must 
govern themselves by exactly the 
same rules as they are forced to rec- 
ognize and obey as_ individuals—if 
they cannot pay they must be prepar- 
ed to do without what they would 
like to have and would have if they 


lcould afford it. :

It is being predicted that the worst 
of the depression of the last three or 
four years is over; that things are 
once again on the up-grade; that 
better times are slowly but surely de- 
veloping; that, in a word, the world is 
beginning to turn that corner around 
which it has been said prosperity is 
lurking. Let us all hope so. But when 
we have reached and turned that cor- 
ner, and we are once again tempted 
to demand something of our govern- 
ments we would like to have, and 
think they ought to supply, it will 
be the part of wisdom to pause and 
consider whether, after all, we can 
afford to have it, because, no matter 
what it may be, it will have to be 
paid for, and paid for by us,—the 
people—and paid through the medium 
of taxes in one form or another. 


Many glowing promises are _ fre- 
quently made, and are still being 
made, notwithstanding the bitter ex- 
perience of the past few years, of 
what the State can, and ought, and 
will do for the people if certain prin- 
ciples in administration are adopted. 
But if these wonderful things are 
done, the people will pay for them In 
taxes. And every dollar that people 
have to pay in taxes is just a dollar 
less left in their own pockets to spend 
in meeting their individual tastes and 
desires and needs. Hither they are 
going to do certain things for them- 
selves as they desire to do them, and 
pay for them themselves, or they are 


going to have the State do these 
things for them, as the State may 
determine they should be done, and 


then pay the State in taxes for the 
services so rendered. 

In any event, and under all circum- 
stances, the people will do the paying. 
They, too, can do the ordering. They 
can order beyond their means, and 
ret into trouble. They can order for 
themselves, according to their own 
needs and desires, and pay for what 
they order. Or they can order the 
State to do the ordering as the State 
may see fit to do, and then.pay the 
bills incurred by the State. And the 
decision, whatever it may be, will be 
the decision of each and every man 
acting in his or her capacity as an 
individual free citizen. 

The main point to remember is that 
there is, notwithstanding the mistak- 
en use of the word, nothing free in 
this world. Everything has to be 
paid for, and it is the people who 
have to foot the bills. Therefore, the 
day and the manner ff dettlement 
should always be kept in mind before 
the liability, whatever it may ‘be, is 
incurred.—PExchange.

Alberta Crop 
Report No. 6 


(Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Saturday, June 
17th 19383). 

With a week or more of extremely 


warm weather relieved by compara- 
tively ilttle rain, the situation over 
a large section of the crop area of 


the Province has reached a_ stage 
where rain will be needed shortly to 
prevent a set-back to the growing 
grain. 

This applies particularly to the 
southern districts of the Province, 
where the weather has been very hot 
and dry for almost a fortnight, with 
only a trace of rain in some _ local- 
ities. With a good supply of moist- 
ure during the spring months, and a 
certain amount of reserve in the soil, 
the wheat crop generally has been 
good progress, showing fine 
even stand and rapid, healthy growth, 
and conditions have been considered 


very favorable in spite of the late- 
ness of the spring season. The grain, 
especially on  summer-fallow, has 


been standing up well under hot, Wry

which at some points was the best 
since 1928. ‘ 
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Completing a sensationally suc- 
cessful visit to Canada and the 
United States lasting several 
montis, the Oxford Group sailed 
recently aboard the: Emj:ress of 
Australia for England under the 
leadership of Rev. H. Allen Viney. 
Their Canadian visit terminated 
with a house party at the Chateau 
Frontenac at which 500 members 
were present.

In the central and northern regions, 
while the weather has also been very 
warm, there has been some further 
rain, and general conditions are quite 
favorable; although reports indicate 
that further moisture will be needed 
if the present weather continues. 

The spell of hot weather was pre- 
ceded by a week of low temperature 
in the central and northern districts, 
and in a number of localities frost 
was recorded of from four to elght | 
degrees, damaging chiefly garden 
stuff. 


Grasshopper Situation 

The grasshopper situation has de- | 
veloped rather’ seriously in certain 
parts of Southern Alberta, and the | 
Provincial Department of Agriculture j 
is intensifying its poisoning campaign | 
in these areas. The campaign is | 
well organized wnder the direction of , 
the departmental officials in co-oper- 
ation with the Federal Government | 
and the University, and nearly sixty | 
poison-mixing stations are now 10 | 
operation. The most serious out- ; 
break is in the district north and | 
northwest of Lethbridge, and it is al- 
so fairly serious in the district ex- 
tending eastward and northeastward 
toward Medicine Hat and Empress, 
with scattered outbreaks in the reg- 
ion north of the C.P.R. main line. It 
is estimated that some million and a 
half acres in the areas in the extreme 
south are seriously menaced. Good 
results are being obtained from the 
poisening campaign, but the amount 
of poisoned-bai. material has had to 
be considerably increased from first 
estimates. The daily output of bait 
has now reached over 400 tons, and 
the total quantities of material used 
to date. in what has proved to be one 
of the heaviest grasshopper cam- 
paigns in the history of the Province, 
has been as follows: 2,600,000 Ibs. of 
bran; 3,600,000 lbs. of sawdust; A 
000 gallons of arsenite; 16,000 gallons 
of molasses, ’ | 


AN OLD INDIAN CUSTOM 


Under the towering peaks of “Fall- 
ing Rocks" mountain range, near 
Hazelton, B.C., of native graveyard is 
a blend of paganism and the iu 
faith, Though many of the Indians 
have been Christianized, complete 
miniature houses have been built over 
many of the graves, Clothes and be- 
longings of the departed are placed 
inside. 

In one skirts, shoes, corsets and 
mirror, brush and comb are hung on 
the walls. In another an enlarged 
portrait stands against a trunk filled 
with garments and _ toilet articles, 
Over chiefs’ graves stone poems 
symbolical of their clan are carved. 

Food is placed in the houses al- 
most daily. It is Invariably carried 
away by wild animals, such as squir- 
rels and rabbits, but the Indians ex- 
plain the spirits get the food through 
the wild life. :
